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FOREWORD 


Tribal developments in the country has been 
vitiated due to presuppositions. It is generally taken 
for granted that tribals are in the periphery of Indian 
society and outside the Indian psyche. It is also 
assumed that the tribals need protection and they 
must be integrated into the Indian main stream, 

Scholars and administrators alike believed in the 
19 th century that the tribals either had no iai>guage or 
had limited languages, It was said ior example that 
So:ra language had only 700 words. The term 'culture 
of silence* came in handy to reinforce the above notion. 

Tribal languages are neither easy nor are they 
incomplete. Structurally they are as complex as the 
known major languages of India, They express all the 
nuances of tribal life and are capable of expressing any 
aspect of modern life if put to such use. 

The Central Institute of Indian languages which 
has a major programme of studying tribal languages in 
all their psycho-social relations, has decided to produce 
a grammar, a dictionary, a volume of folklore and 
learning materials for children and adults in each 
language with a view to establishing bi-directional 
communication among the tribal and non~tribal 
communities. 

The present Ao-English-Hindi Dictionary is the 

first to be published in our dictionary series. By 



providing Hindi and English glosses an attempt has 
been made to simultaneously expose the Ao speakers 
to both the official and associate official languages of 
the country We hope that the non-Ao speakers who 
will have occasion to come in contact with them either 
for administrative or for trade purposes will find the 
dictionary useful. 

Our field workers who have worked under difficult 
conditions and produced such materials as this deserve 
commendation* 1 also put on record our appreciation 
for those w ho ore responsible for the speedy execution 
of the work.

preface 


The tribal people in India have for long lived in 
isolation except to be exposed for exploitation. They 
have not participated to their benefit in the socio¬ 
economic development of the country. To come out of 
their isolation, it is necessary for them to learn the 
language of the majority people around them and a 
number of them have done so. But this bridges the 
communication gup only in one way and the u hole 
burden of building up this bridge is carried by the 
minority group. It is necessary, however, for deve¬ 
loping mutual understanding and good-will, to increase 
bidirectional communication between the tribal people 
and the majority of people of the region. For this 
purpose, the majority people, especially those who 
come in contact with the tribal people for various 
reasons such as civil administration, security, social 
service, trade, etc,, should learn their language, The 
dictionary, which forms part of the package consisting 
of phonetic reader, grammar and instructional materials, 
is prepared to help them in their learning of the tribal 
language. 

The preparation of a dictionary in a tribal language 
is an important step for the codification of the langu¬ 
age. Keeping this in view the entry in the tribal 
language is given in the script suggested for it. It is 
followed by phonemic transcription to aid pronuncia¬ 
tion when the script is not based on Roman, The 



meanings are given in the language of the State where 
the tribal language is spoken and in English and wher¬ 
ever possible, also in Hindi. This will help the literate 
tribal people in their learning these languages. The 
dictionary is followed by appendices of special lexical 
classes in the language in some cases. 

Though the dictionary is meant to be helpful for 
language learning, it is hoped that it will also be useful 
to linguists, i he grammatical labels arc based on the 
grammar of the language prepared in the Institute. 

Data for the dictionary were collected in the field 
primarily from one informant by elicitation through the 
word list prepared in the Institute. They were then 
cross-checked with some other informants. The list of 
words may not be exhaustive and we are trying to 
evolve methods to increase the words. Comments 
and suggestions passed on to us will be useful to improve 
our future publication in this senes.

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INTRODUCTION 


The Ao language which belongs to the Tibeto- 
Burman family, i$ spoken mainly in the Mokokchung 
District of Nagaland, According to the 1971 census the 
number of Ao speakers is 64,462 being the second 
largest speech community in Nagaland 

Ao has three dialects, viz., Chungl^ Mongsen and 
Chanti, Chungii is the standard dialect used in schools 
and textbooks. The words for this dictionary have 
been collected from the Chungii dialect. 

The collection of words is primarily based on the 
word list in English prepared by the Institute. The 
informants from whom the words were collected knew 
Ao and English besides Najja pidgin. 

Many of the words listed in the dictionary are 
monomorphemic. There are some derived w ords w hich 
have more than one morpheme. There are also some 
compounds which have more than one root morpheme. 
Bound morphemes like postpositions, etc., have also 
been listed. 

Arrangement of Entries 

The entries in the dictionary are given in linear 
order as follows :

2, Grammatical category of the head word 

X Meaning in English and 

4, Meaning in Hindi 



When the grammatical category of the word in Ao 
is different from that of its English equivalent or Hindi 
equivalent, it is mentioned against the entries for 
each language. For example : at* '"wait for 1 * is an 
intransitive verb in Ao and a transitive verb in English, 
amifty "towards* 1 is postposition in Ao and adverb in 
English. 

The homophonous forms are given separate entries. 
There are two kinds of homophonous forms ( 1 ) same 
form having different lexical meanings; aki M vh 
"scratch (as a them)’, tit. 3 vf, M own, possess", (ii) 
same form belonging to different grammatical categories; 
achanga 1 n, 'cross (sacred) \ admnga* Vi. 'go 
through, pass through (a door)\ achanga L 
'through 1 . 

If a word has more than one meaning that are 
related, then the word is entered only once and the 
meanings are listed under it. The most general meaning 
is given first. For example, avung* vt. 1. r call (to draw 
attention) 1 ; 2. 'invite*, pangsamo tj. 1. ‘w hiskers' ; 
2. 'moustache 1 , 

In the case of compound words, where the first 
meaning is not derivable directly from the meanings of 
their components, the meaning of the compound is 
given first, and the meanings of its components are 
given in parenthesis. For example, mam ach'd «* 'milk' 
(mimi *. 'breast 1 ; ehii n. 'water)*. 

Ao language uses the Roman script with necessary 
modifications for writing. The need to standardize the 
Ao script arises due to inconsistencies in the spelling 
system of Ao from writer to w riter and region to region.

The improvements suggested in my Ao Niga Phonetic 
Reader (CIIL, 1972) have been incorporated here with 
certain modifications made in the light of the discussions 
with the members of Ao literature committee.

Mention may be made here regarding the earlier 
dictionaries in this language. The first Ao Naga 
Dictionary 3 was compiled by Fk W, Clark, and was 
published in the year 1911. Clark used the Roman 
script. The second work A Junior Ao-English Die- 
tionary^ compiled by Renthy Keitzar, a native speaker 
oi Ao, was published in the year 1970. Kumar’s Ao- 
Hindi-Englbh Dictionary* is the third one in chrono¬ 
logical order. None of the dictionaries mentioned 
above - marked tone : they are inconsistent in writing 
voiceless and voiced stops which are not contrastive 
and the grammatical categories are not properly meiv 
Honed. 

Clark himself states in his introduction that "there 
was no distinction between the sounds of b and p or d 
and t ; also g and k frequently suffer mutation, and 
sometimes b and v and m and n”, but they have been 
used in spelling the words, 

Kei tzar's dictionary gives a single entry with many 
meanings which are unrelated, Sometimes* two words 
ate given under a single entry, because they have same 
meaning. This makes reference difficult. 

The arrangement of entries in Kumar’s dictionary 
h guided by the English gloss. For example, the Ao 
word An is polysemous but it has been given three 
entries, because it translates into thiee lexical items in 
English, viz,* 'hen, chicken and fouP. The same is

true of am 'lead and guide'. This is not following any 
lexicographic principle and it unnecessarily increases 
the number of the entries. 

Appendices : 

There are two appendices added to this dictionary. 
A list of words derived irom the same root is given in 
Appendix-?. 1 his would help to identify all words 
related derivational ly, in one place. This is necessary 
because since Ao has both prefixes and suffixes, all 
the derivations I ly related words may not he found in 
one place in the main body of the dictionary. The 
Appendix-II is meant to indicate lexical specialization 
in Ao. What is normally a single concept in the target 
language, viz., English is expressed with more than one 
word in Ao depending on the manner, object, instrument 
etc. used. For example wash in English is used for 
washing face, cloth, vessels, etc, T but Ao has got 
different words depending on the object of washing. 
Similarly for cutting with different instruments. It is 
true that English also has separate words like cut, slice, 
split, snap, etc., but Ao has more of them.
